The  present  basis  of  apportionment  is  a  great  injustice  to  our 
Town.  Franklin  pays  $32.85  per  Inmate  per  year,  while  we  paj'  $151. 16. 
It  costs  them  63c.  per  vreek  per  Inmate,  while  we  pay  $3.00.  Our 
Grand  List  has  doubled  Avithin  the  past  twenty  3 ears,  while  our  popu- 
lation has  not  materially  increased.  This  has  greatlj- increased  our  pro- 
portion of  expense  incident  to  runnin^r  the  Poor-farm.  Thei^e  ought  to 
be  a  method  devised  which  will  adjust  the  apportionment  upon  ar 
equitable  basis. 
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I  have  to  report  tliat  the  Association  has  been  unfortunate  the  past 
year  in  the  loss  of  their  barns  and  contents  bvfire;  a  new  one  has 
been  erected  and  coinpleted  at  a  cost  of  about  $1800.00,  besides  board, 
etc.,  at  the  farm,  estimated  at  about  $300.00. 

There  has  been  one  birth  and  seven  deaths  at  the  Poor-Mouse  tlie 
past  year,  names  and  ages  as  follows  :  Theo.  Westover,  72;  Hemond 
Bond,  85;  Frank  Cropesy,  23;  Wm.  Stevens,  72;  John  Hummel,  10: 
Porter  Olds,  83  and  Marcellia  Morrill,  58. 

Rev.  Thatclier  has  attended  divine  services  every  two  weeks  the 
past  year. 

There  are,  at  this  date  upon  the  Farm,  25  cows,  2  two  year  old 
heifers,  i  yearling  heifer,  i  yearling  bull,  i  yoke  oxen,  t  horse  and  6 
shoats  ;  also,  150  bushels  of  ear  corn,  80  bushels  oats,  40  bushels  baj  le;,', 
8  bushels  beans,  100  bushels  potatoes,  60  lbs.  lard,  800  lbs.  pork,  800 
lbs.  beef,  50  lbs.  butter,  8  barrels  flour,  and  sufficient  garden  supplies 
for  family  and  forage  for  stock. 

The  receipts  from  produce  and  products  of  Farm,  as  sold,  are  as 
follows:    Butter,  $403.85  ;  hides,  etc. ,  $21.42  ;  eggs,  $5.
